Little Susie, age four, rou- 
tinely wakes up in the morning 
with a wet bed. Tommy is five 
years older, but even at age 
nine, he tries to stay awake all 
night whenever he sleeps over 

a ta friend's house because he 

18 scared he will wet the bed in 
his sleep. Susie and Tommy 
share a common. childhood 
problem: bedwetting. About 
one in five 4 and 5 year olds 
wet the bed, and as many as 
one in 10 boys still has a prob- 

lem ‘by age 12. For some rea- 
son, it’s more common in boys 

than girls. 

"It's not unusual for children 
not to besdry at night at age 
four and five, and some physi- 
cians really don't consider it 
something that should be treat- 
ed until a child is at least. six,” 

~ says Dr. Philip Colaizzo, pedia- 
trician. Thére may ie 
kind of physical prol or 
health condition that's causing 
your child to wet the bed. If 
you're concerned. about that, 
you should definitely, discuss 
your, child's bed-wetting with a 
doctor. Usually , bed-wetting 
can be cured without medical 
intervention, given enough 
time, along with a healtHy dose 
‘of patience. 

Bed-wetting is a biological 
nroblem. It occurs in a child 
{ aho, during sleep, has not 

learned bladder control skills, 

according to Dr. Colaizzo. Some 
of the things you should 
remember and ‘practice are: 

Get Rid of the Guilt. You are, 

not a bad parent because your 

child wets the bed, and-your 
child is not a bad child because

bed or at least help, even at age 
four and five a child can take 
the sheets off the bed and put 
them in the laundry room. It 
should not be emphasized as 
punishment, just an acknowl- 
edgment of the child's responsi- 
bility. 

Ways of helping your child 
overcome the condition could 
be as simple as keeping bed 
times calm. When kids are 
excited, they tend to produce 
more urine. Instead of letting 
your child play, rough-house or 
even watch an exciting televi- 
sion show, give him a book to 
read, have a quiet conversation 
or read a story to him.

Some parents and children“ 
have found success. by giving 
the child an alarm clock after 
identifying a wetting pattern 
The child sets the alarm 15-20 
minutes before they are prone 
to wet the bed. The child-gets 
up.and goes to the bathroom. 
Avoid caffeine. It is; a diuretic 
that encourages urination and 


‘is. found in: many sodas and 


chocolate as well as coffee and 
tea. Be understanding and 
patient with your child and 
stick with your efforts to stop 
the bed-wetting, children may 
not get any results for the first 
moríth or two, but if they con- 
tinue to practice, they'll be able 
to improve. 

Bed-wetting is usually a nor- 
mal, harmless condition of 
childhood, but there could be a 
serious physical reason, such 
as a urinary tract infection, 
diabetes or a physical abnor- 
mality. These are rare, but it's 
still worth à visit to the pedia- 
trician to rule out such possi- 


“bilities. As always, wHen in 


doubt, contact your physician 
and remember, children are 
special.

Why-do I

Not long ago, neuroscientists ' 


debated whether pain was a 
separate sense, supplied with 
its own nerve cells and brain 
centers like the senses of hear- 
ing, taste, or touch. Maybe you 
hurt, the scientists reasoned, 
because nerve endings sensi- 
tive to touch are pressed very 
hard. To some extent, this is 
true as some nerve fibers in 
your skin will be stimulated by 
a painful pinch as well as a 
gentile touch. But neuroscien- 
tists now know that there are 
many small nerve cells with 
extremely fine nerve fibers that 
are excited exclusively by 
intense, potentially harmful 
stimulation. Scientists and doc- 
tors call these nerve cell.noci- 
ceptors, from the word noxious, 
meaning “Physically harmful 
or destructive.” 

Some nociceptors sound off to 
several kinds of painful stimu- 
lation - a hammer blow that 
hits your thumb, a drop of acid, 
a flaming match. Other noci- 
ceptors are more. selective. 
They are excited by a pinprick 
but ignore painful heat or 
chemical. stimulation. It's as 
though nature had’ sprinkled 
your skin and your insides with 
à, variety of pain sensitive cells 
not only to report what kind of 
damage you're. experiencing 
but to make sure the message 
gets through on at least one’ 


"channel. 


The same dispersion of forces 
continues once pain messages 
reach the cenffal nervous sys- 
tem. Suppose you touch a hot 
stove. Some incoming pain sig- 
nals are immediately routed to 
nerve cells that signal muscles 
to contract, sa you pull you 
hand back. This streamlined 
pathway is a reflex, one of 
many protective circuits wired 
into your nervous system at 
birth. 
Meanwhile; the message 
informing. you. that you've 
touched a hot stove travels 
along other páthways to higher 
centers in the brain. One path 
is an express route that reports 
the facts: where. it hurts, how 
bad it is, whether the pain is 
sharp or burning. Other pain 
pathways. plod along more

slowly, the nerve fibers branch- 
ing to make connections with 
many nerve cells (neurons) en 
route. Scientists think that 
these more meandering path- 
ways act as warning systems, 
alerting you to impending dam- 
age and in other ways fulling 
out the pain picture. All the 
pathways combined contribute 
to the emotional impact of paix 
- whether you feel frightened, 
anxious, angry, annoyed. 
Experts call these feelings the 
“suffering” component of pain. 

Still other branches of the pain 
news network are alerting 
another major division of the 
nervous system, the autonomic 
nervous. system. This division 
handles the body's vital .func- 
tions, such as breathing, blood 
flow,. pulse rate, digestion, 
elimination. pain can sound a 
general alarin in the system, 
causing you to see at or ‘stop 
digesting your food, increasing 
your pulse rate and blood pres- 
sul ting the pupils of your 
eyes signaling tbe release 
of hormones, such as adrena- 
line. Adrenalige aids and abets 
all these responses and triggers 
the release of sugar stored in

Many scientists think that the 
way pain control methods help 
reduce pain is by directly clos- 
ing or blocking what is called 
the pain gate. Located in the 
spinal cord, this "gate" can pre- 
vent pain signals from reaching 
the brain where they are recog- 
nized as pain. 

Pain is usually your body's and 
mind's way of signaling to you 
that something is wrong. Most 
pain starts in a place where 
excessive irritation or injury is 
taking place. The injury stimu- 
lates nerves in. the area to 
release chemicals that excite 
nearby nerve fibers. The nerye 
fibers act as tiny telephone 
wires that transmit pain sensa- 
tions to your brain where the 
signals are recognized as pain. 
(If you "Listen" to your body 
"when the message reaches the 
brain, you'll realize something 
is painfully wrong.) Pain "tells" 
you that you need to do some- 
thing. For example, if you stub 
your toe, you will most likely 
react by jerking your foot away 
to prevent further injury. 

Here is another:example of how 
the pain gate works: a father, 
driving with his children, is 
injured in a car accident. The 
father is so concerned about the 
children's safety that he doesn't 


feel the pain of his own broken 
arm (not until later!) The con- 
cern for his children somehow 
closed the pain gate and pre- 
vented the pain signal from 
reaching his brain. Feelings, 
such as concern are experi- 
enced in the brain. In this 
example, the father's brain 


sent a message to the spinal 


cord that closed the pain gate. , 
This example points out why 
you should seek medical/chiro- 
practic care after a car accident 
even if you.don't hurt at the 
time of the accident.

Sexuality education programs in Florida's 
public high schools fall short in teaching stu- 
dents what they need to know to stem the high 
rates of teenage pregnancy and disease, a new 
University of Florida study finds.

teaching sexuality education and are emphasiz- 


ing abstinence,” said Michele Johnson Moore, 
who did the research for her doctoral disserta- 
tion in health and human performance at UF. 


"The bad: news is, they don't. spend much time 
on, or.cover in much detail, some of the other 


methods of prevention, such as.birth control and 


condoms, or have students practice skills neces- 
“sary to make healthy, responsible decisions 
about their sexuality.” 2 Y 


Using both the state's sexuality guidelines 


| and those put forth by national sexuality profes- 
‘sionals, Moore surveyed 261 teachers in 65 of 
Florida's 67 school districts in 1996 to deter- 
mine the scope and riature'of these programs in 
the public high schools. The state has required 
human sexuality education since 1990. 


In general, the focus in the classroom is on 


the negative conséquences of sexuality, not. pro- 
“moting a healthy perspective on'human sexuali- 
ty, Moore said. Stüdies show that teen-agers 
with-negative feelings about their sexuality are 
less likely to protect themselves against preg- ` 
nancy and sexually transmitted diseases, she 
said. : 


Florida school programs also lack instruction 


in life skills, yet research shows that learning tog 
negotiate, be assértive, make decisions and clar- 
ify values help students avoid unprotected and 
unwanted sexual activity, Moore said.

it likely will spread to other actions, surfing on 
the wake of popular American culture. 

"I think wherever television goes, which is all 
over the world, the reshifting of shame will.soon 
follow," Twitchell said. “I don't see this as neces- 
sarily nefarious. I see this as the inevitable 
result of a commercial culture whose central 
focus is feeling good." 

The irony that he is'a member of the postwar 
generation he holds partly responsible for the 
decline of shame isn't lost on Twitchell. 

"When it comes to shame," he writes in the 
book's preface, "I confess that I have become a 
graybeard, a blüestocking...As a baby boomer, I 
know.I should be ashamed of this, and oddly 
enough, to a degree, I.am."

Human time, spiritual light
